TO MAKE GUN SAFE: -Solely is located In guard 
bow lorward ol trigger. (Soe Figure 3), With ham- 
mer cocked push safely bar from let! lo righi until 
red band ia covered. This movement locks trigger 
and gun cannot be lired. Always lock Ibe irigger 
when carrying a loaded gun. 

TO RELEASE SAFETY;— Push solely Irom right to 
lelt exposing red band and gun Is ready lo Hie.

TO LOAD BARREL:— Open action fully by pulling back on fore- 
end. (Should gun be locked, press in action Blide release located 
an rear lell side of guard bow, (Soe Figure I .) Drop shell in load- 
ing poil (See Figure I ! Close action. Gun is now loaded and 
teady lo fire 

TO LOAD MAGAZINE: — Wilh safely locking triggei. insert shells 
upward into bolloin ol receiver as in Figure t push lorward into 
magazine tube past cartridge stops. Repeat until magazine is lull. 
Magaziiio holds 5 shells. Two with 3-shol plug in magazine. 

CARTRIDGE (MAGAZINE) CUT-OFF:-ls located on the lelt side 
ol the receiver. To lock Ihe loaded oh ells In Ihe magazine, push 
cul-off billion down. This movemenl locks ihe shells in (he maga- 
zine lube. 

TO OPERATE:— Make sure cartridge cut-off is in "On" position. 
When gun is fired. (Ihe action automatically unlocked) draw 
fore-end slide fully back, then forward. This operation extracts 
■ and e|ecis ihe fired shell, cocks the hammer and carries loaded 
shell into chamber. Gun in now loaded, double-locked and leady 
lo fire. Always lock triggei lo ptevenl <j/rcid*nial liring.

TO REMOVE LOADED SHEU. FROM BARREL WITHOUT FIR- 
ING:— Lock trigger. Press in cclion slide release button and dpfrn 
action, slowly until she-II is opposite ejection pott. Brace gun slock 
against your body with elbow, slightly lip gun to light, place 
palm ol youi hand Jum over poit opening and puli back on lore 
end Shall will drop out, 

TO REMOVE LOADED SHELLS FROM MAGAZINE: -Turn gun 
trigger guard up. barrel pointed to lelt. press back left cartilage 
stop as in Figure 5: this releases shell in magazine. Remove shell, 
repeat until maqazme is emotv. 

PLUGGING MAGAZINE FOR 3 SHOTS:— Remove magazine 
band screw, Move magazine band to one side. iSee Figure 6). 
Remove both magazine lube locking screws while holding maga- 
zine cap (irmly. Remove magazine cap being carelul to hold 
back magazine spring which is under tension. Insert wooden 
plug and r ensemble. This reduces magazine capacity lo only 
2 shells and one shell in barrel- allows 3 shells in gun.

TO REMOVE TRIGGER ASSEM- Ul 
BLY:— With pencil point or small 
screw driver push out trigger 
lock pin Irom right lo lelt side ot 
receiver as in Figure 7. Lilt rear 
pail oi trigger guard bow until 
projection ol guard clears stock; 
pull up and to the rear as in 
Figure 8. 

CARTRIDGE STOP. RIGHT 
HAND:— Disengage right hand 
cartridge stop from round slot in 
receiver wall and lift out ot 
receiver. 



ACTION SLIDE:— Move lore-end rearward until all shoulders o 
slide are centered in the tiquaie cuts in receiver. Then while pull 
ing slide upward move Jons-end fully forward. Action bar is now 
free from slide. Hold slide up. make 3ure it is disenaaged from 
breech block by moving breech block forward and lift slide oul 
of receiver (See Figure 9). 




CARRIER AND BREECH BOLT:— Push late-end lo root and slide 
breech bolt loiword inside receiver. Using cartridge stap as tool 
disengage the right Bido ol the carrier Irani hole in receiver, then 
disengage lefl side.and lift carrier oui oi receiver as in Figure 10, 
With lore-end forward, slide breech bolt fully lo Ihe rear, and 
holding it nt the rear, hit up and oui of receiver as in figure 11. 

ASSEMBLING 

1. BREECH BOLT:— With round aide oi breech bolt facing re- 
ceiver opening and extractors forward, insert Into receiver bot- 
tom and slide forward. 

2. CARRIER:— Move lore-end fully lo the rear, grasp front and 
sides of carrier oe in Figure !2, ilal side up. slightly squeeze car- 
rier sides, engage hinge ends In proper holes in receiver Raise 
front end ol the carrier, then lower lo rest over breech bolt 

3. SLIDE: — Mqvo breech boll lo Ihe rear centered in square cuts 
in receiver. Move fore-end rearward until action bar hook is 
slightly back of the forward Gquare cut in receiver, place slide 
over receiver cuts and drop into receiver. (Make sure action bar 
hook has engaged the corresponding cut in slide.! 

4. CARTRIDGE STOP. H.H.:- -Insert right hand cartridge stop, 
round slud side into stud opening in receiver. 

5. TRIGGER ASSEMBLY: —With fore-end fully loiward and the 
hammer of Ihe trigger assembly in a cocked position, hold cart- 
ridge stop flush with receiver walls. Insert front end of trigger 
guard with guide prongs fitting into guide grooves in receiver 
walls, push Toward and down. See Figure 13. 

6. TRIGGER GUARD LOCK PIN:— Push small end of pin into 
receiver from left lo right. (Before attempting lo drive in pin. care 
fully align trigger guard until pin hole shows clear passage.)

On that quick, Hashing swing and second reload lor an unexpected shot in thick 
cover in the act ol closing the action, should the trigger be pulled accidentally, 
the gun will not (can not) lire until the breech bolt is double locked, the trigger 
released and squeezed again. Note also that while in the act ol reloading and 
not releasing the trigger, the hammer follows the breech bolt and gun will 
not lire. 

Also for extra safety, the J. C. Higgins Model 20 is double locked, When the gun 
is closed with hammer cocked, the breech bolt is locked up in the receiver 
shoulder and the action slide is locked by the action slide lock. Alter the ham- 
mer falls, the breech bolt and slide are automatically unlocked by recoil — if the 
gun has been fired— or by a forward push on the fore-end if gun haB not 
been lired.
